"IS PRESENTED 
_ MURDER TRIAL

Expected That the Chief Justice 
Will Sum up This 
j Morning 


| ‘The defence in the trial of the four 
lmen charged with the murder of 
| Alex Boychuk closed its case in the 
‘supreme criminal cour; Wednesday 
afternoon at five o'clock after a trial 
|which lasted three days. It is antici- 
|pated that Chief Justice Harvey will 
give the case to the jury in the fore 
noon Thursday and that a@ verdict 
may be expected shortly afterwards. 
| Threatened to Kill 

Many witnesses for the defence 
|were called in the afternoon session 
and all of them ewore as to the 
\dangerous nature of the deceased 
and indicated that all who knew 
him were in terror of him and be- 
lieved his threats to kill would be 
kept. Witnesses retatledscenes where 


he had acted as the bully especial'y | 


at Ruthenian dances and weddings 
where he would heve gone uninvited. 

John Screpnek the last of the four 
accused to be cailed to give evidence, 
told much the same tale as fhe other 
men regarding the fight which ended 
in the death of Boychuck. Shown a 
photograph of the dead man by the 
crown prosecutor and asked if he 
knew it to be the body of the man 
who was killed, the witness looked 


steadi'y at it without @ tremor and| 


answered in the affirmative. 
Denies InflicUng Wound 

Pointing to the axe wound in the 
head witness was asked if ne inflict- 
ed that wound and his answer was & 
firm denial. 

“Who hit him on the head”, he was 
asked and his reply was ‘I don’t 
know.” 

“Who stabbed him in the side.” 
The answer was “I don't remember.” 

One of the crown witnesses recalled 
by the defence stated that the four 
men had indicated to him that they 
were going to report the threata of 
the deceased to the police and that 
he had advised them to be oareful, 


because Boychuk was a very danger- | 


ous man. “If Boychuk gets to know 
of it, he will use both hands on you” 
was the warning he held out to them, 
according to his testimony. 

Could Handle Four Others 

Another witness declared that Boy- 
chuk was a wild man ang very pow- 
erful and that he had heard him 
declare that he could easily hendle 
four ordinary men, 

Wil’am Rodgers the town oonstab- 
le at Vegrevil'e verified the state- 
ment of the accused men that they 
complain 
about the trouble they were having 
and that he had 
directed them to the Provincial police 
and that he saw them go there to re 
port.

A recent despatch says that 
German manufacturers are beat- 
ing their British competitors at 
their game and in their own fields 
of enterprise in a way that is| 
startling and to an extent that! 
must ‘be in a measure responsible | 
for the industrial conditions pre- 
vailing in the Old Lands. Two il- | 
lustrations are given. One German 
firm tendered forty per cent low- 
er than the lowest British bid for 
coaches for the Indian railways. 
Equipment contracts for the Bur- 
ma railways were let to a British | 
firm despite the fact that Ger-! 
man manufacturers offered to! 
supply the requirements at ten| 
per cent lower prices. 

In a later paragraph the same | 
despatch says that a_ party of| 
trade experts were to journey to} 
Scotland to put before Mr, Lloyd 
George schemes for relieving the 
unemployment in Great Britain. 
The association of the two facts is 
perhaps a coincidence, but it is 
none the less suggestive. The 
kind of ‘‘scheme’’ that seems to 
be called for is one that will en- 
able British manufacturers to 
turn out goods as cheaply as their | 
rivals and late enemies across the 
North Sea. The ‘‘trade war” 
that was to follow the world war 
is on, andd despite the handicaps 
imposed upon Germany by its war 
debts, Britain does not seem to be 
winning at the start. Perhaps in 
the business conflict, as in the} 
clash of arms, John Bull has to} 
get hit before he really wekes up! 
and puts himself into the fray. 
Germany is helping to supply the 
hits. 

Contrary to all commonly ac- 
cepted anticipations, Britain re- 
turned to peace under an indus- 
trial handicap, a handicap impos- 
ed by her immunity from some of | 
the horrors of war. Belgium and |

France were the battlefields, and jed

In Britain, be-| 
cause post-war conditions were | 
less terrible, the way back to nor- 
mal had to be taken deliberately, | 
and accomplished step by step. | 
Neither capital nor labor would 
stand the loss of a sudden defla- | 
tion to pre-war prices and, wages. 
With Britain it was a question of | 
producing for profit; with its| 
competitors necessity made it a 
case of producing to live. , | 
That their overseas competitors 
have flooded the foreign markets 
with cheap goods is not remark- 
able. however unwelcome to Brit- 
sh manufacturers and tradesmen. 
They did it because they had to 
produce and sell for what they 
could get, For the time Britain 
is undoubtedly under a disadvan- 
tage. It has lost markets which 
will not be easily regained, But 
the factor that brought about the 
situation is now working to rem- 
edy it. The necessity which spur- 
red Britain’s rivals is now spur 
ring Britain, John ,must get 
down to a business basis.
